“WEEPY” “HYMNS OUT OF FASHION” 

The above headline was carried in the 
Literary Digest last week, it was the lan- 
guage of Harold V. Milligan, organist and 
choirmaster of the Riverside Church, 
New York, “the Church of Dr. Harry Em- 
erson Posdick and the Rockefeller fam- 
ily.’ He says, “Jesus lover of my soul, 
let me to thy bosom fly,” “it’s out of 
fashion now,” “except in the back-woods” 
or the “hick” towns and villages, as he 
calls them. Can you imagine it, that this 
young artist has so eclipsed these pioneer 
songs during the powerful reformation? 
But the “weepy” ones, and the “blood- 
thirsty” too are being supplanted, he says 
for “hymns full of confidence and faith, 
and stressing world brotherhood.” Re- 
demption that rests upon the blood, which 
is obtained by tears cf repentance and is 
best at itself when it remains possessed 
of that kind of spirit, and songs that re- 
call the sufferings of our Redeemer, are 
of course out of date with those who do 
not possess such. How are we to have 
“confidence and faith” together with a 
“world brotherhood” except by remission 
of sins by His blood which broxe “down 
the middle wall of partition” between the 
Jews and Gentiles? This kind of a song 
is certainly “a tinkling cymbal.” A better 
song for them would be “Prone to Wan- 
der, Lord, I Feel it.” There is no salva- 
tion from sin except by the blood; there 
is equaily no chance of “brotherhood” 
without it and when it is excluded from 
the song of a church it is because it has 
been likewise first discarded from the 
theology of the church itself; such is 
apostasy pure and simple.

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“he Necessity of Prayer

RAY without ceasing. 1 Thess. 5:17. 

“Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, 
and ye shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you: For every one that ask- 
eth receiveth; and he that seeketh find- 
eth; and to him that knocketh it shall be 
opened.” Matt. 7:7, 8. Phil. 4:6, “Be care- 
ful for nothing, but in everything by 
prayer and supplication with thanksgiv- 
ing, let your request be made known un- 
to God.” 1 Tim. 2:8, 9, “I will therefore 
that men pray everywhere, lifting up holy 
hands, without wrath and doubting. In 
like manner also, that women adorn 
themselves in modest apparel, with 
shamefacedness and sobriety; not with 
braided hair, or gold, or pcarls, or costly 
array.” James 4:2, 3, “Ye lust, and have 
not; ye kill, and desire to have, and can- 
not obtain: ye fight and war, yet ye have 
not, because ye ask not. Ye ask, and re- 
ceive not, because ye ask amiss, that ye 
may consume it upon your lusts.” 

As the years go by we feel the need 
of more prayer. It takes much more 
prayer for us to be used in the services 
of God. Oh, if we would pray as we 
should, what great revivals and wonder- 
ful demonstration of God’s power we 
would see. All men who have been used 
of God have been men who prayed. It 
was said of George Washington that he 
would leave the soldiers when he was 
general and go off alone and pray in 
the snow. The results are we possess “the 
home of the free and the land of the 
brave.” All men, whether poor, illiterate, 
or educated, need God’s help and we get 
His help by asking, believing and obeying 
His Word. 

We believe people would be more in- 
terested in our preaching if we would 
mix more prayer in our sermons and 
less theology, especially some of us small 
preachers. When we first startea vut we 
knew if we did not get Teip from God we 
would be a failure. How we prayed and 
begged God to help us, and the result 
was, God did bless us and give us souls, 
for we felt our need of Him and we ap- 
proached Him in a way that brought re- 
sults. We did not use the pronoun “I” so 
much and we were not stuck on ourselves 
so much. God blessed for we knew what 
God had given us when we were on our 


knees. Then later on we heard of others 
who did not pray so much. We listened 
to their preaching and we learned to 
preach a lot of things secondhand. 1 am 
not at all interested in one man’ preach- 
ing another man’s sermon. He does not 
look right when he is imitating the other 
fellow. There is no food there. But how 
interested we are when the little preach- 
er has been all alone with God and has 
spent the greater portion of the day with 
God, has had his Bible with him and has 
been pleading for poor sinners. His mind 
is atune with God. He has a message th:t 
no man could give him except the Lord. 
He has not got a lot of second class 
preaching that the other fellow preached 
and he got it by heart. That kind of a 
man feels his unworthiness. He had rath- 
er not be noticed so much and he is meek 
and humble, has a good kind word for 
every one. Preachers, we are dealing with 
human beings and the very man or wo- 
man we would like to pass by unnoticed 
might be the one God wanted us to speak 
a kind word to. There is more for us to 
do than to get up in a crowd and tell 
how much we know, when maybe a few 
words with love and tears would have mov- 
ed the audience much more. O God, give 
me more wisdom Sometimes it is far bet- 
ter to have much prayer than so much 
program. I am not against a program but 
we need to pray about all we do. I read 
once about a preacher who told a little 
unbecoming joke and a sinner man heard 
it. Later the preacher got up to preach 
and the sinner friend said that what he 
had already said spoke so loud he couid 
not hear what he was now saying. 
James 1:19, “Wherefore, my beloved 
brethren, let every man be swift to hear, 
slow to sneak, slow to wrath.” We have 
felt so badly embarrassed when some ltit- 
tle fellow would get up to let the folks 
know he was there and would sav things 
that showed his ignorance. when if he 
had kent quiet and listened to men who 
were older and more learned. he would 
have learned some things. Instead he 
wanted to show how much he knew but 
inst advertised his ignorance. If he had 
praved for something from God _ that 
would not have been. We will never get 
this great message to mankind as we 
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should unless God gives it and we pray 
for it. 


Turn with me to Matt. 18. When the 
disciples came to John and wanted to 
know who would be greatest in the king- 
dom of heaven, did Jesus call a college 
graduate? No, my brother, He called a 
little child and said, “Verily, I say unto 
you that except ye be converted, and be- 
come as little children, ye shall not enter 
into the kingdom of heaven.” That’s what 
we want, people who feel their need :f 
their Father as a little child does. We 
need His mighty presence and we can 
have it for the asking. I have heard a 
song like this, “If you would have tue 
dear Savior from heaven walk by your 
side from the morn till the evening, there 
is one rule that each day you must follow, 
humble thyself to walk with God. Just es 
the stream finds a bed that is lowly, so 
Jesus walks wiih the pure and the holy; 
cast out thy pride and in heartfelt +on- 
trition, humble thyself to walk with God.” 
Dear friends, we want God to be with us 
and it can be said of us as one of old, 
that he walked with God. Notice how 
Jacob wrestled with the angel and would 
not let him go till he had blessed him, 
then he had power with God and man, 
because he had travailed. Gen. 32:25-30. 
Isa. 66:8, “For as soon as Zion travailed, 
she brought forth her children.” When 
other things fail we can pray. The devil 
can put a fence around us but he cannot 
cover it overhead, thank God. 


When people pray the singing is better, 
the preacher can preach better, souls will 
get saved, sick bodies can be healed, rain 
can be stopped, the devil can bs cast out, 
our enemies can be punished, the needs 
of the poor can be supplied, our life is 
worth living. Heaven would be in our 
homes and we can go thru this world 
successfully doing the things, whether 
great or small, that God has for us to do, 
if we would only pray as we should.

Well here is the answer, 
I was raised by a good mother who pray- 
ed for me and finally God heard and an- 
swered her prayers and now I am saved 
and out for Jesus in my weak way. I have 
had lots to pray over and thru but God 
is now my helper and if He will go with 
me I am not afraid.

JERUSALEM, Jerusalem, thou that 

killest the prophets, and stonest them 
which are sent unto thee, how often 
would I have gathered thy children to- 
gether, even as a hen gathereth her chick- 
ens under her wings, and ye would not!” 
Matt. 23:37. 

“If thou hadst known, even thou, at 
least in this thy day the things which be- 
long unto thy peace but now they are hid 
from thine eyes.” Luke 19:42. 

The next two verses tell of the terrible 
things that must befall the city. It is re- 
corded that as Jesus beheld the city He 
wept over it. As Jesus came to Jerusalem 
at this time it was seemingly a moment 
of great triumph. They were proclaiming 
Him King. Glad hosannas filled the air. 
Palm branches were waved and garments 
were spread in the way. From the crest 
of Olivet He looked down on the city. It 
was the scene of the passover. From all 
lands the children of Israel had gathered 
to celebrate the national festival. Doubt- 
less it was a beautiful sight—the gardens 
and vineyards, palaces and hills. I im- 
agine the words of the psalmist in Psalm 
48:2, 12, 13 best describe it. “Beautiful 
for situation, the joy of the whole earth, 
is mount Zion, on the sides of the north, 
the city of the great King. Walk about 
Zion, and go round about her: tell the 
towers thereof. Mark ye well her bul- 
warks, consider her palaces.” The daugh- 
ter of Zion seemed to say in her pride, “I 
sit a queen and shall see no sorrow.” No 
doubt the people looked with pride on the 
temple buildings. This great edifice stood 
the perfection of beauty, the pride of the 
Jewish nation. 

But different were the thoughts of Je- 
sus, the Son of God, who had by His 
power conquered death and called its cap- 
tives forth. He was in tears, but not for 
Himself were these tears, thougu te 
knew that before Him lay Gefusemane 
and the sheep gate through which so 
many sacrifices had been led pointing to 
the perfect sacrifice, the “Lamb of God,” 
when He should make His soul an offer- 
ing for sin, yet not for these was Jesus 
weeping but for the doomed thousands of 
the unrepentant in the city. For the blind- 
ness and hardness of the hearts of the 
people He had come to save and bless. 
Jerusalem had been favored of God above 
all the earth. There the promise had been 
confirmed to the “Father of the Faith- 
ful.” There from the threshing floor of 
Arnan the flames from the sacrifices as- 
cended to heaven and turned aside the 
destroying angel after David had num- 
bered the people. Holy men had uttered 
their messages of warning. Jehovah had 
revealed Himself in the cloud above the 
mercy seat but for all this the history 
of this peovle had been one of backslid- 
ing and rebellion. Like this generation, 


they had mocked the messengers of God. 
They despised His Word though He had

continued to manifest Himself to them 
longsuffering, merciful and kind. And 
now the most precious gift of heaven had 
been sent them. The Son of God had gone 
about among them healing the sick, bind- 
ing up the broken-hearted, causing the 
blind to see, the lame to walk, and preach- 
ing the gospel to the poor. Oh! the 
mighty power of Satan that causes us to 
turn away from the only One who has 
power to help. Like millions of \oday, Is- 
rael’s hour of hope and pardon was fast 
passing, for when Jesus hung on the cross 
the sands of the national life of J rael 
ceased to run. Their day of favor as a 
nation would end. Prophets foreseeing this 
had wept over them. As in _ prophetic 
visions they beheld the desolations, look- 
ing down through the years they saw the 
city surrounded by alien hosts, heard 
mothers and children crying for bread, 
God’s chosen people scattered in foreign 
lands, her holy and beautiful house given 
to flames. But they had said, “Let his 
blood be on us and our children,” and so 
it must be. Whether as nations or indi- 
viduals those who reject the Son of God 
resist His spirit. In the destruction that 
followed we see a symbol of the world 
hardened in sin, hastening on to meet the 
awful judgments of God. But Jesus said, 
“Ye would not come to me that ye might 
have life.” By their attitude many are 
making the scripture in Prov. 1 applica- 
ble to their life where He said, “Because 
I have called and ye refused, I have 
stretched out my hand, and no man re- 
garded; but have set at naught all my 
counsel, and would none of my reproof: 
I also will laugh at your calamity; I will 
mock when your fear cometh.” Dear 
souls, distress and anguish is coming. De- 
struction and desolation as a whirlwind 
is fast approaching. Flee to the Rock of 
refuge while there is time or you may 
call and there will be no answer. The 
same sin that caused the destruction of 
the Jewish nation is the sin of the pres- 
ent generation. Let me plead with you, if 
you are unsaved, to accept Him now. 
Next we wili call your attention to Je- 
sus as He sat and watched the people 
cast their gifts into the treasury. Some 
called His attention to the temple and the 
building of it. No doubt they were very 
much surprised to hear Him say this tem 
ple which for more than forty years 
great wealth, labor and_ architectural 
skill had been freely expended on should 
be thrown down. History says Herod The 
Great had lavished both Roman wealth 
and Jewish treasure on it. Blocks of mar. 
ble of almost fabulous size brought from 
Rome formed part of its structure. Yet 
Jesus said not one stone would be left 
on another. And they asked Him when 
these things should be. I wonder if they 
recalled the scripture that said, “The 
Lord God will do nothing but He reveal- 
eth it to his servants, the prophets.” And 
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Jesus began telling them the signs of His 
coming and when to flee from the doom- ' 
ed city. Thus they were able to escape ’ 
when the time came. He told them, When 
ye see Jerusalem compassed with armies 
flee. So we see how God directed events 
for the deliverance of His people. 

When the Romans under Scaurus sur- 
rounded the city and everything seemed 
favorable for an attack, he suddenly with- 
drew his armies and the Jews were al- 
most on the point of surrender. They, en- 
couraged by this unexpected turn of af- 
fairs, followed after them. The Christians 
were left to make their escape unmolest- 
ed by either Jews or Romans. The events 
that Jesus outlined to His disciples that 
were to precede the fulfillment of His 
prophecy concerning Jerusalem and His 
second coming has a two-fold meaning. 
While foreshadowing the destructivn of 
Jerusalem, it also prefigures the terrors 
of the great day of the Lord or the great 
tribulation which finishes the seventieth 
week determined on the Jews, Daniel’s 
people, of which sixty-nine ended at the 
cross leaving the last week to come in af- 
ter the Gentile age. 

We will again refer to Psalm 48 part 
of which was given in the beginning of 
this subject, especially to the words call- 
ing attention to the towers and bulwarks. 
In the reign of Herod Jerusalem had 
been greatly fortilied by the erection of 
towers and bulwarks, walls and fortresses 
adding to the natural strengih of its situ- 
ation. It also tells us after Titus had con- 
quered the city he found the seemingly 
impregnable towers solitary. Gazing on 
them in amazement he declared God had 
given them into his hand for no engine 
however powerful could have prevailed 
against those stupendeous' battlements. 
Thus we see the futility of trying to 
shield or protect ourselves against any- 
thing God has said is coming, so may we 
hasten to the One who is able to protect 
us for we are nearing the great and ter- 
rible day of the Lord. 

Jerusalem depended on her towers and 
walls for protection not realizing that by 
rejecting and crucifying Christ they pass- 
ed from God’s protecting care. Today we 
hear the world telling of many ways they 
have discovered to protect themselves 
from the many destructible agencies that 
are at work, such as conquering diseases, 
destroying insects that are costing mil- 
lions of dollars every year to crops. I re- 
member reading once where they had 
found a way tv combat the effects of 
drouths such as visited us tn i930, but 
let us remember that God’s Word has 
foretold the condition of the world as we 
see it today and that no power will be 
able to stay it until it has accomplished 
God’s purpose in the earth. Let us take 
the prophet’s advice in Joel 1:14, for 
verily I am persuaded that these condi- 
tions will grow worse until we will look 
up and say, “Come, Lord Jesus, come or 
we cannot keep the victory much longer. 
Come, Lord, and put an end to the awful 
wickedness of this world.” 

We praise Him for the signs He has 
given us to encourage us in the way, 
knowing that according to His promise 
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we may lock for Him to make His ap- 
pearance any time. Many are saying, 
“Where is the promise of His coming?’ 
but if we heed the given Word like His 
disciples in Jerusalem, we will be able to 
escape. To that end let us watch and pray 
always. Let’s not sleep as others do but 
let us watch and be sober for He that 
cometh will soon come and not tarry. 

In connection with this same subject 
Jesus told the disciples Jerusalem would 
be trodden down of the Gentiles till the 
times of the Gentiles be fulfilled. Now as 
we see God’s favor returning to the Jews 
we conclude the times of the Gentiles is 
nearing its fulfillment. God told them He 
would punish them seven times, thus 
using a time for a symbolical year allow- 
ing three hundred and sixty days to cach 
year we have two-thousand five-hundred 
and twenty years which we conclude is 
the times of the Gentiles, the seven times 
punishment as of God’s walking contrary 
to them, Lev. 26:18. After Zedekiah’s 
overthrow Israel only maintained a na- 
tional existence by other nations exercis- 
ing supervisory control, and this condi- 
tion continued until A.D. 73, when Jeru- 
salem was destroyed and they were hurl- 
ed out of their land into a land their fa- 
thers knew not until He had recompensed 
unto them double. Jer. 16:13. Now a 


double is a duplicate or exact counter- 
part, so according to this reasoning Israel 
was to receive the same length of time 
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out of God’s favor as they had enjoyed 
His blessing and protection. So accord- 
ing to the dates I have consulted, Israel’s 
favor began as a nation when Jacob call- 
ed his twelve sons before him and blessed 
them, and as we stated before we see 
God’s favor returning. Soon they will be 
gathered back for the last act of bring- 
ing them back to God. 

In 1878 a special mark of God’s favor 
was manifested to the Jews according to 
a Jewish encyclopedia. Russia was at war 
with Turkey. She was successful and by a 
treaty practically effaced Turkey from 
Europe. Lord Beaconsfield, a Jew, came 
into power in 1874 as premier of Great 
Britain. He sent the English fleet into the 
Dardonelles and brought Indian troops 
to Malto and made a _ demonstration 
against Russia. She yielded and agreed to 
a discussion of the affair at Berlin. Bea- 
consfield compelled Russia to greatly 
modify her treaty. Turkey; +23 enfran- 
chised and made independent on the con- 
dition that civil and religious rights be 
granted the Jews. So from that time on 
God’s favor has been growing to the Jews. 
All who read this know that 1918 was a 
great year for the Jews. Since the Armis- 
tice was signed the restoring and _ re- 
building according to prophecy is rapid- 
ly taking place. Palestine is soon to be- 
come the wealthiest country in the world. 
We will close by referring you to Zech. 
14 for the final climax, also to Eze. 38 
and 39. Read the whole of both chapters.

W tat sleepest, and arise from the 
dead, and Christ will give thee light.”— 
Eph. 5:14. 

Under the above text I desire to make 
a special appeal to the Church of God 
churches in the state of Virginia, to each 
pastor and individual member, to awake 
to the great need of mission work in this 
state; and not to members of the Church 
of God only but other Christians and 
even sinners, yea, whosoever will. 

This great state of Virginia has one 
hundred counties and only forty-eight 
churches, less than one for each two 
counties, and they are not so divided, but 
many whole counties have no church at 
all in them and have never heard a 
Church of God minister speak. Yet Christ 
tells us in St. John 4:35, “Say not ye 
there are yet four months (plenty of 
time) and then cometh the harvest! Be- 
hold I say unto you, Lift up your eyes 
and look on the fields, for they are 
(present time, right now) ready to har- 
vest.” 

Now only a few of our people have a 
great amount of money and I am sure 
the devil would use his every influence 
to get them to spend it or even appro- 
priate it in some way that God would not 
be glorified or the souls of men benefited 
by it. The devil would much rather you 
would give your money to feed the natur- 


al body of the most worthless hobo be- 
cause he looked hungry or in need of 
clothing than for you to give it to the 
spread of the gospel whereby men would 
be saved and our God glorified. Yet Jesus 
said, “The life is more than meat, and 
the body more than raiment,” and again, 
“What is a man profited if he gain the 
whole world and lose his own soul?” But 
so many give all they have to some one 
who tells a hard luck story and often the 
servant of the Lord groaning under 
heavy burdens is entirely neglected and 
the Church reproached by the false char- 
ity that the devil has put over on some, 
making them believe that the main thing 
to do is to give something to the poor. 
That is a great virtue which I do not 
wish to destroy or impair, but there will 
be many fed by so-called charity which 
will die eternally for the want of soul 
food. They are clothed by earthly gifts 
but will not be clothed with salvation in 
the day of judgment. Perhaps it was at 
such a time or under such conditions 
when the gospel was in such great need 
and the world dying without hope in God 
that Jesus said, “Let the dead bury their 
dead, but follow thou me.” 

We have recently gained two new 
churches with just a small amount of 
home mission money. We have other ¢alls 
and could accomplish great good if we 
only had the money to pay the first 
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month’s rent and seating the buildings in 
new towns where the gospel has never 
been preached in its fulness. I have a 
good evangelist who just recently gained 
a new church of fifty-six members and I 
feel sure we could win many more this 
year if we just had money to pay the 
first month’s rent. 

We have no gospel tent for the state. 
Oh, that God would lay it on the heart 
of some one to buy a gospel tent or part- 
ly pay for one so we could finish paying 
for it on the installment plan. There are 
some who could do that for God, and live 
just as long and have more treasures in 
Heaven when they arrive there. Then 
again there are others who cannot give 
much but if every one would give just a 
little it would be a very great help. Your 
church should raise its quota every 
month and send it in promptly, one half 
to E. J. Boehmer, Cleveland, Tenn., and 
the other half to Mrs. I. C. Parrish, 205 
Park St., Marion, Va. But this does not 
prohibit any one from making a persona! 
donation direct to the State Treasurer 
to be used in the State of Virginia. There- 
fore, I make this special appeal to every 
one, that if you cannot send much, send 
what you can. Do not wait for the last of 
the month or for some one else but send 
it now, at the time you have it, and in 
your own name if it is a personal dona- 
tion to the Virginia Mission Treasurer, 
so that correct records can be kept of 
all received and disbursed. Please remem- 
ber that the State Mission Treasurer is, 
Mrs. I. C. Parrish, and that her address 
is 205 Park St., Marion, Va. It would be 
good to take this down as some write me 
to find out her name and address. 

I will thank you in advance for any 
amount you send, great or small, and I 
know that God will bless you if you give 
it cheerfully in the name of Jesus. I hope 
all the churches will help me pray for 
those who give to this worthy cause. Why 
not adopt the habit of sending an offer- 
ing each month, just at such a time as 
you come in possession of it. I assure you 
it will be spent to advance the xingdom 
of God to the best of our ability —yYour 
humble servant, Overseer of Virginia.

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“Ghe Importance of State Overseers 


selves, and to all the flock, over the 
which the Holy Ghost hath made you 
overseers, to feed the church of God.” 
Acts 20:28. 

The above text is a command and a 
warning unto the Ephesian elders con- 
cerning their duties and work in and 
over the Church. Let us consider their 
duties. 1. That it comprises the whole 
of the flock, as to the local church. 2. 
That it includes the entire Church at 
large. 3. That the authority for such 
an office originated in that “the Holy 
Guaost hath mude you overseers.” That is, 
it was the Holy Ghost that quaiified 
these elders to be “overseers.” 

secondiy, it was the mind of the Spirit 
that there shouid be such over the 
churches. The word “elder” comes from 
the Greek word “Presbuteros,” and 
means simply one older, an elder, and 
sometimes an ambassador with respect 
to position that he is representative of 
God. The word for “overseer” comes from 
the Greek word “episkopos,” made up 
from “epi,” meaning upon or over; and 
“skopos,” meaning a watcher. The mean- 
ing is, therefore, “a watcner over = 
scope,” “a distant object upon whicu vie 
eye is fixed.” The meaning 0. e¢@trsecr 
is in the light of the above, obviously 
fixed to designate the fact of his duties 
and work that is over certain of the 
church, or churches. We may logically de- 
duct that the overseers were so made and 
selected from the elders. The overs2er 
is an elder by age, and an overseer by of- 
fice. 


Ton HEED therefore unto your- 


THEIR DUTIES 

Their duties are strikingly related by 
the face of the title they wear, a first 
definition cf which is “an inspector, over- 
seer, a watcher, a guardian.” 1 Pet. 2:25; 
Phil. 1:1; 1 Tim. 3:2; Titus 1:7. Among 
first mentioned duties was “to feed the 
flocx,” which no less includes their own 
personal ministry than it does to “in- 
spect,” to guard, to have oversight. 

THE PURPOSE 

In the light of the following’ verses, 
29-30, the purpose of such “overseers” 
was to keep out “grievous wolves” who 
would not spare the flock. Likewise “of 
yourselves shall men arise, speaking per- 
verse things.” The duty of the ‘‘overseer” 
was, of course, to eliminate perverse 
teachings by silencing those arising for 
such purposes. 

THEIR QUALIFICATIONS 

Such is briefly mentioned in 1 Tim. 3. 
1. He must be blameless. 2. He must 
be the husband of one wife (not two). 3. 
He must be vigilant. 4. He must be 
sober. 5. Of good behavior. 6. Given 
to hospitality. 7. Apt to teach. These 
are the divine qualifications mentioned 
by St. Paul as constituting the necessary 
ability of one set over tne Church or 
churches. The above covers fully all ihe 
ground vitally in question to afford a 
variety of power and influence. An over- 
seer who was not himself blameless could 
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not be presentable as a suitable example 
of a flock. One having two or more wives 
would certainly afford opportunity for 
others to feel justified in separating from 
their wives for various causes. Should le 
lack vigilance his associates could not be- 
hold in him the highness vitally neccs- 
sary for the best interest of all concern- 
ed. If one so conspicuously placed in the 
church must be “sober,” he could not 
foster drunkenness and careless thought 
and action. The word “sober” no less in- 
fers that he must not be given to drunk- 
enness than it does to “soberness” of ac- 
tion, thought, self-controlled, calm; also 
characterized by dispassionate reason and 
judgment . The highness of his position 
demands that he be “of good behavior.” 
The effects of his behavior on his follow- 
ers are both manifest and apparent, in 
that whatsoever a man soweth that shall 
he also reap. This is also true of charac- 
ter and habits. He must certainly be 
“siven to hospitality” if his followers are 
“to be kind and generous in their enter- 
tainment of strangers.” On his “aptness 
to teach” depends the growth of his min- 


isterial subjects in Christianity, truth 
and grace. 
HE MUST NOT 
Be given to “wine.” Not a “striker.” 


That is, he must not strike by quitting 
because confronted by trying circum- 
stance or unpleasant duties; he must be 
loyal to his Master and calling, as well as 
his duties and churches. 2. He must 
not “strike” at persons in his address 
to injure or offend. He is placed as a safe- 
guard and an help. One set in front ranx 
as an inspector or guardian must not be 
“o-eedy of filthy lucre;” if like begets 
like the greediness-among the congrega- 
tion may be inherited from their leaders. 
By his unselfish examples he must bear 
the “fruitfulness” in the lives of his hear- 
ers, that God has demanded of them. He 
must be patient, not a brawler, not covet- 
eous; one that ruleth well his own house, 
having his children in subjection with all 
gravity; (For if a man know not how to 
take care of his own house, how shall he 
take care of the house of God?) It is 
strikingly illustrated by the latter verses 
that his office is one of ruling within the 
house of God also. When the above quuali- 
fications are destroyed in an overseer, 
then his right to occupy this high and 
sacred office is destroyed. On the grounds 
of the above he was so made and placed 
there both by the Holy Spirit and those 
in authority. 
OLD TESTAMENT OVERSEERS 

heirs was a well recognized order 
in Old Testament times as well as in 
jater times. In the days of Solomon and 
in keeping with the highest pitch of Is- 
rael’s national life, we find them men- 
tioned in 1 Chron. 9:26 as having charge 
of the “chambers and treasuries of the 
house of God.” Several ranks of overseers 


are here mentioned who were themselves 
“Levites” and were taken from among 
that rank of the ministry of the house of 
God. It must be remembered that the 
High Priest was himself a type of Christ, 
his priestly intercession of sacrifice and 
prayer. But the oversight and  govern- 
ment of the order of the house of God was 
placed in the hands of the overseers. 
Again we find them mentioned in 1 
Chron. 23:4 as officers and judges. With 
the seventy thousand men sent by King 
Solomon to bear burdens, and_ eighty 
thousand to hew in the mountains, three 
thousand and six hundred were “to over- 
see them.” In the reorganization of the 
returning remnant of Israel, we find 
them again in use by Nehemiah. See Neh. 
11:9, 14, 22; 12:42. In the great revival 
and reformation under Hezekiah we 
again find them placed over certain of 
the work of God. 2 Chron. 31:13; 34:12- 
17. These were in that time practical and 
what is found to be practical will also be 
found to be indispensable. 

NEW TESTAMENT OVERSEERS 

The apostle is of course first of ail 
mentioned as constituting front minis- 
terial ranx. However, from them we have 
learned the progressive form of divine 
government and rule in the house of 
God; one of which is mentioned as he- 
ing that of an overseer. The fact that ail 
church societies use them in some form, 
even though they may be designated by 
different titles, such as superintendent, 
bishop, presiding elder, general chairman, 
ete., the function of each has one thing 
in common and that is to oversee. If it 
was simply the name elder in question, 
we might more readily concede them to 
be local in nature; but the bishop that 
originates within the local church as to 
his test of qualifications has a more gen- 
eral function. Though they may  some- 
times serve as pastors, yet they cannot 
hardly be identical with pastors. 

TITUS IN CRETE 

From the great Apostle Paul in Titus 
1:7 we learn that he “left” Titus in 
Crete; “That thou shouldest set in order 
the things that are wanting, and ordain 
elders in every city, as I had appointed 
thee.” That the function of the elder or 
bishop, which is translated from the 
Greek “episkopos,” is not always local is 
shown by the function of Titus in a gen- 
eral way, in ordaining elders or bishops 
in “every city.” Such may be local in a 
sense, however, not always restricted to 
such usages, 

APPOINTED BY THE GENERAL 

ASSEMBLY 

It is not exactly known how “over- 
seers” were set or placed in authority in 
the earlier periods of the Church. Of 
course Titus was “appointed” by the 
apostle. As we now use them in the 
Church of God, it has been found to be 
practical that they be appointed by the 
General Overseer while the General As- 
sembly is in session. This certainly is not 
far from scriptural order. Certainly or- 
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ganization was not soon set in motion in 
the early Church, only as conditions arose 
that necessitated it. However, there is 
found ample room and provision made 
for such and especially for the office of 
“overseer,” which the General Assembly 
has found good reason for placiugs vver 
states, as state lines afford logica: tounds 
of territory. 

THEIR FUNCTION AND DUTIES 

It has been the mind of the General As- 
sembly to provide through the overseer 
some suitable form of ministry, “To feed 
the flock,” to inspect the general condi- 
tions of the various churches and to de- 
termine what is best suited to the pro- 
gress and welfare of same. Further, to 
protect as a “guardian” the Church from 
“wolves” and from “perverse teachings,” 
that the unity and general growth of the 
Church, both as to spirituality and reveal- 
ed truth, may not be hindered or impair- 
ed. His duty is therefore to “‘oversee.” Hie 
may not best serve in such office or con- 
stituancy except by a constant ingress 
and egress among the churches. 

HONOR AND ESTEEM 

Those men who have been placed in 
these high offices are men who have been 
proven sound in doctrine. They have been 
tested both as to their spirituality and 
scriptural makeup during days of evan- 
gelistic and pastoral effort. They are not 
novices and must not be so considered. 
From Heb. 13:7 we have these words, 
“Remember them which have the rule 
over you, who have spoken unto you the 
word of God: whose faith follow.” “And 
we beseech you, brethren, to know them 
which labor among you, and are over you 
in the Lord, and admonish you; And ts 
esteem them very highly in love for their 
work’s sake.” 1 Thess, 5:13. From the in- 
spired apostle we are commanded to “es- 
teem them very highly” for they have 
been proven faithful and by virtue of 
their usefulness and trustworthiness have 
merited the high honor and confidence of 
those who have set them in their re- 
spective places and fields of labor, in har- 
mony with what we all feel to be the 
voice of the scriptures and the mind of 
God. 

DOUBLE HONOR 

Not only are these men honored and 
esteemed by those who appointed them to 
their present positions, but should be so 
honored and esteemed by their congrega- 
tions. They should be carefully entertain- 
ed. They should be carefully provided for 
by their congregations and along finan- 
cial lines. They should be provided with 
ample funds from their congregations 
when they visit or minister unto them, 
to assist them on their journey and have 
something left for their families. All too 
often they are considered as having 
money or not in need financially, when 
they are receiving far less than is actual- 
ly needed for the care of their families 
and their work. Pastors should see that 
their clerks make prompt remittances of 
the amount of tithes belonging to them 
at the end of each month. You should 


always have an offering made for them 
when visiting your church whether call- 
ed for or by their own permission. When 
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pastors dishonor their superior ministers 
who are over them in the Lord, the seed 
of dishonor that you have sown will be 
reaped in your congregation, by your fol- 
lowers dishonoring you as pastor. “With 
whatsoever measure ye mete shall it be 
measured unto you again.” Do not let 
your overseer slip in and find you unpre- 
pared for his financial needs. Maxe ready 
before hand and receive the fruit of your 
labor at the hand of God.. 
A CALL TO BALANCE 

Some churches have complained at the 
allotments and allowances made for their 
overseers. Taxe them off the fields 
and your work will soon fall into decay 
and ruin. The picture of the nations 5f 
today presents a striking feature, in re- 
gard to the lack of “good government.” 
Efficient leadership is the need of the 


hour both within the Church and _ the 
governments of the world today. God 
grant us loyalty unto those who “are 


over us in the Lord,” that we may pres- 
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ent an undivided front before our en- 
emies, that the brains and talents of our 
“everseers” shall not be hindered by lack 
of cooperation along financial lines or for 
lack of love or esteem. Many overseers’ 
visits, as to usefulness and blessings up- 
on the church, are destroyed before han> 
by criticism from some stingy, vgnat- 
fisted, complaining critic. The spirit of 
love is laden with blessings and honors 
conferred upon others. It longs and waits 
the time that it may bless and honor 
some one. You never were so poor spir- 
itually and so far out of line, as when 
you depreciate and fail to esteem the wise 
provision of God for the general welfare 
of His own Church. The overseers need 
the prayers of their churches and they 
likewise need the financia! aid of them, 
as there is much expense attached to the 
office of an overseer. Remember them 
kindly and minister unto them affection- 
ately and then you can enjoy their minis- 
try.

I stayed four 
or five days. Brother Simmons has done 
a good work there. He is on his job. His 
wife would fix all she could for me to eat. 
These people are all colored, no white 
people live on this island, but they surely 
know how to treat you. They would fix 
what they would have to coox, not what 
you folks in the States have to fix, but 
what God would provide for them. Say, 
you folks who have bread, meat, pies and 
chicken, be thankful, and while you are 
thanking the Lord for it ask Him to bless 
these good folks here with a little bread 
anyway. With tears I write these few 
lines. I look back to these good folks and 
see how proud they are to have us, yet 
they say, “We don’t have what we want 
to feed you.” Well when they do all they 
can, we eat with thanks. God blesses us 
and here we go. I ask them what they 
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charge me and they say, “Nothing,” loox- 
ing like they could cry because they don’t 
have more for me, but I would try and 
give them enough to help them a little on 
it. I get some letters saying, “Brother 
Raney, we want you to hurry and come. 
Oh hurry.” But saying, “If you can bring 
something to eat, we don’t have anything 
to eat.” The storm has hit them and then 
after the storm they started to raise 
something to eat and the dry weather 
has burned it up. Saints, pray, pray, and 
while praying, listen and see if you can 
hear the Lord telling you what to give

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Will Babylon Be 
Rebuilt? 


HAVE just read the article, “Will 

There be a Gold Rush to Babylon?” in 
The Sunday School Times of December 
24. I have always held that Babylon had 
been destroyed, according to Isaiah 
13:19-22. Certainly a period of time is to 
succeed the destruction, for “it shall 
never be inhabited.” I have understood 
that “Babylon” in the Revelation refers 
not to the literal city, but to the “Mystic 
City” (the Papacy). So Luther held.—A 
New Hamphire reader. 

“Many students of Bible prophecy be- 
lieve Babylon will soon be rebuilt.” If 
so, what are we to do with God’s Word 
that declares in six places that “it shall 
never be inhabited”? Jeremiah 50:13, 39, 
40; 51:37, 48, 62—A Maine reader. 

The editorial note in the Times of De- 
cember 10, “Gold Near Ararat,” and tie 
article in the Times of December 24, 
“Will There Be a Gold Rush to Babylon?” 
have aroused widespread interest, and 
other readers have made similar inquiries. 
Students of Bible prophecy are divided 
on the question whether Babylon as acity 
will be rebuilt. Some well-known com- 

mentators take the position given in 
these letters, and the late Dr. Scofield 
was one of these, as his Reference Bible 
shows in its comment on Isaiah 13:19,20: 
“And Babylon, the glory of kingdom, the 
beauty of the Chaldees’ excellency, shall 
be as when God overthrew Sodom and 
Gomorrah. It shall never be inhabited, 
neither shall it be dwelt in from genera- 
tion to generation: neither shall the Ara- 
bian pitch tent there; neither shall the 
shepherds make their fold there.” Dr. 
Scofield says: “Once destroyed, Babylon 
should never be rebuilt (cf. Jer. 51:61- 
64). All of this has been literally fulfilled, 
but the place of this prediction is a great 
prophetic strain which looks forward to 
the destruction of both politico-Babylon 
and ecclesio-Babylon in the time of the 
Beast shows that the destruction of the 
actual Babylon typifies the greater de- 
struction yet to come upon the mystical 
Babylon.” 

The other view was set forth in the 
challenging and valuable article publish- 
ed in the Times, and is held by various 
trustworthy Bible students. It was given 
in the Times’ article as follows: 

“Reasons for believing that Babylon 
will be literally rebuilt include the follow- 
ing: 

“The prophecies concerning the over- 
throw of Babylon have not been com- 
pletely fulfilled. Isaiah 13:20 says, ‘It 
shall never be inhabited, neither shall it 
be dwelt in from generation to genera- 
tion: neither shall the Arabian pitch tent 
there.’ But today a thriving city exists 
amid the ruins of ancient Babylon. A 
gazetteer tells us: ‘Hillah, situated amid 
the ruins of Babylon on both sides of the 
Euphrates. Population 30,000, mainly 
Arabs and Persians.’ Thus it will be 
seen that the site of ancient Babylon is 
inhabited at the present time. Not only 
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that, but the Arab is numerous in this 
city. 

“It appears from prophecy that Baby- 
lon will be overthrown by divine judg- 
ment, rather than by the invasion of the 
armies of men. It shall be ‘as when God 
overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah.’ We 
know that Sodom and Gomorrah were de- 
stroyed by divine judgment. Before God 
overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah he warn- 
ed his people to come out. In Revelation 
18:4 we read concerning Babylon: “Come 
out of her, my people, that ye be not 
partakers of her sins, and that ye receive 
not of her plagues.’ 

“In Revelation 18:8 we read, ‘She shall 
be utterly burned with fire: for strong is 
the Lord God who judgeth her.’ Again 
in verse 10 we see that judgment is sud- 
den: “Alas, alas, that great city Babylon, 
that mighty city! for in one hour is thy 
judgment come.’ Confirming this, Reve- 
lation 16:19 says, ‘And the great city 
was divided into three parts, and the 
cities of the nations fell: and great Baby- 
lon came in remembrance before God, to 
give unto her the cup of the wine of the 
feirceness of his wrath.’ This is divine 
judgment. Read the next two verses: 
‘And every island fled away, and _ the 
mountains were not found. And there feil 
upon men a great hail out of heaven, 
every stone about the weight of a talent: 
and men blasphemed God because of the 
plague of the hail; for the plague thereof 
was exceeding great.’ 

“Has this ever been fulfilled? Surely 
not. When was Babylon destroyed in one 
hour’s time by divine judgment? At the 
time Babylon is to be overthrown proph- 
ecy says, ‘the cities of the nations fell’ 
(Rev. 16:19).” 


ALL NATIONS PREPARING 
FOR WAR 


HERE is a tremendous restlessness 
f pont te today among ihe nations 
of the earth, and the whole world is be- 
coming a great armed camp. Mr. David 
Lloyd George, Great Britian’s wartime 
premier, recently said in the _ British 
House of Commons, “The armaments of 
France are four times as powerful as 
those of the great German army of 1914.” 
France’s standing army today consists of 
666,945 men, with 5,010,000 reserves that 
can be called out in a few hours’ notice. 
At a later date Mr. Lloyd George stated 
in the same assembly, “Mr. Hoover has 
pointed out that men under arms, includ- 
ing actual reservists in the world, are al- 
most thirty million, or ten million muvure 
numerous than before the war.” Accord- 
ing to the League of Nations Year Book 
_ it is costing Europe $3,500,000,000 each 
year to maintain its huge armies. Rus- 
sia’s standing army is only slightly small- 
er than that of France. It consists of 
658,000 men, and this country has a larg- 
er reserve force than France, that of 
5,425,000. 
WARS DETERMINED 
Mussolini says, “All the world is arm- 
ing,” and that certainly includes his own 
country, for Italy’s standing army reach- 
es 346,900, and their reserve force con- 
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sists of 2,995,236 soldiers. In addition to 
this, all the boys of Italy are enlisted in 
a militia. 

In a review of 16,000 troops at Milan, 
Italy, on May 24th, the Italian dictator 
addressed a great crowd of 100,000 peo- 
ple at which time he said: “We must be 
prepared for any surprise of tomorrow,” 
as he spoke in defense of the Fascist re- 
gime. “I am chief and its creator and 1 
will defend and promote its develop- 
ment.” Thus the war clouds gather, ready 
to break at a moment’s notice. 

Jugo-slavia follows Italy’s example on 
this line and supplements its total army 
of 1,342,000 with a militia consisting of 
all the boys and girls from the ages of 
seven to twenty. With the exception of 
Great Britain and Germany, all the coun- 
tries of Europe today have conscription, 
and the flower of the youth of these lands 
is being prepared for the coming holo- 
caust of war. Even in Asia, China’s army 
has been increased from 400,000 to 2,500,- 
000. And Japan can put an army of 2,138,- 
000 on the field. Many are talking peace 
and safety because 53 nations have sign- 
ed the Kellogg Peace Pact, but God’s 
Word declares, “Ye shall hear of wars 
and rumors of wars: see that ye be not 
troubled: for all these things must come 
to pass * * *, For nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against kingdom. 
and there shall be famines, and _pesti- 
lences, and earthquakes, in divers places” 
(Matt. 24:6, 7)—The Evangelistic Mes- 
senger and Review of Reviews.

The 
prophet here demands attention unto 
God’s model servant, a “true and perfect 
servant,” “utterly obedient” (John 4:34; 
Heb. 3:2. Jesus was not like Israel, a re- 
bellious and faithless servant (Psa. 65:2 
3; not a lying prophet; but God’s anoint- 
ed prophet (Isa. 61:1). “Whom I uphold.” 
See John 5:26; Isa. 41:10; 119:18. “Mine 
elect.” “My chosen,” Eph. 1:4; 1 Pet. 2:6. 
“In whom my soul delighteth.” Mait. 
3:17; 17:5. “I have put my Spirit upon 
him: he shall bring forth judgment to the 
Gentiles.” Again, Matt. 3:17; and Isa. 
61:1, through whom the law of God would 
be published among the Gentiles. 

V. 2. “He shall not cry, nor lift up, 
nor cause his voice to be heard in the 
street.” He was not loud and noisy, but 
“quiet and gentle.” See Matt. 8:4; 9:30; 
12:15; 14:18; John 5:13; 6:15; 7:3, 4; 
8:59; 10:40. 

Vv. 3. “A bruised reed shall he not 
break.” Egypt was referred to as a 
broken reed,” probably meaning “un- 
trustworthy and destitute of physical 
strength.” The “bruised reed” is a sym- 
bol of broken and impaired human life, 
conveying the idea of feebleness, he!p- 
lessness and unworthiness. The “bruised 
reed” had no power to support itself, and 
therefore no hope of recovery.The thougnt 
is that with such Christ would deal 
gently and tenderly; not violently. “The 
smoking flax shall he not quench.” The 
smoking flax represents the wick of the 
little earthen lamp used for lighting pur- 
poses. Christ used the candlestick to rep- 
resent the Christian, therefore, the smok- 
ing flax represented any one who made 
religious profession whose experience was 
burning low and dimly. The wick when 
the oil was burnt out would smoxe and 
the light would be quenched. 

Those whose Christian flame or light 
burned dimly or even had _ reached a 
“smoking” stage, Christ would not 
“quench” it, or put it out, but would 
trim the wick, refill the vessel with oil 
and cause it to burn brightly. “He shall 
bring forth judgment unto truth.”Though 
tender and patient in His dealings with 
those who are shortcoming and full of 


faults and failure, He will lift the moral 
of the Christian standard to the highest 
level until “judgment” reveals itself in 
“truth.” 

Vy. 4. 


“He shall not * * * be discourag- 
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ed.” Literally, “He will not burn dimly 
nor be bruised,” but will show Himself 
“the true light” in dealing with others, 
allowing no signs of weakness (Lk. 2:32). 
“He will burn brightly and strongly; He 
will be firm and unbroken.” “Till he 
have set judgment in the earth.” Till He 
has set up true religion in the’ earth. 
“The isles shall wait for his law.” “Wait 
longingly,” a reference to the cry of the 
human race for the redemption of the 
salvation of Christ. 

Vv. 5. “Thus saith God the Lord, he 
that created the heavens, and stretched 
them out; he that spread forth the earth, 
and that which cometh out of it; he that 
giveth breath unto the people upon it, 
and spirit to them that walk there- 
in.” The tanguage is that of Jehovah, the 
Creator of the earth in its original state; 
He that created both animate and inani- 
mate life. He is the one that is respon- 
sible for Christ being sent to earth to 
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redeem it. Therefore, V. 6, “I the Lord 
have called thee in righteousness.” Christ, 
the Servant, was “called” or appointed by 
Jehovah “in righteousness” to further 
His own purpose (Eph. 1:11). I “will 
hold thy hand, and will keep thee, and 
will give thee for a covenant of the peo- 
ple.” The covenant God made with Adam 


(Gen. 3:15) and with Abraham existed 
in Christ, therefore, “He is our peace,” 


“our salvation,” “our redemption,” ind 
“our life.” “For a light of the Gentiles.” 
See Isa. 49:6; 51:4; Eph. 2:14. 

Vv. 7. “To open the blind eyes.” Christ 
was the cure for both physical and spir- 
itual blindness (Isa. 29:18; 32:3; 35:5). 
Spiritual blindness is particularly meant. 
“To bring out the prisoners from the 
prison.” To deliver the slaves of sin from 
its bondage, who as prisoners are shut up 
in darkness. The promises are based upon 
faith in Christ as the Deliverer and Re- 
deemer. 


Passing of A Mighty “Qarrior 


Dear Evangel Readers, 

I have just arrived home from attend- 
ing the funeral of our dear Sister Mable 
Florence, wife of Rev. C. W. Florence of 
East St. Louis, Ill. She was one that we 
loved dearly. She didn’t seem to me as a 
sister in the Lord only but one of my 
own. Her funeral was one of the largest 
I have attended for some time. 

Ten or twelve years ago Sister Florence 
requested that I should preach her fu- 
neral. Later in life she read some poems 
that I had composed and asked if I would 
compose a poem for her, and dedicate it 
to her life, which I did. I drove five hun- 
dred miles to get to her, and the shock of 
her death, the strain of the long drive 
and no rest or sleep on the trip, made me 
sick.
